MacDaddy tall, slim, 
impeccably csessed—slams his 
cane on the flr 


-"f BQH il\tbe @Grese 
MacDaddy-son of the Big 
MacDaddy wh. died, makin’ me 
the greatest of all the daddies 
who can do anything in this 
world!” 


And even after confronting 
every evil that ever plagued the 
souls of his black brothers on a 
tortuous trip across America, I'll 
be damned if young MadDaddy 
doesn’t live up to his boast. 


Paul Carter Harrison has 
written what amounts to the 
black American’s version of 
“The Odyssey’; Isaac Paggett 
has put it to music; and the 
Sons/Ancestors Players have 
given it life 
They call it 
MadDaddy.” 
Heavily sumbolic, the play 
takes MacDaddv (James Flint) 
on a search for the key to his 
family fortune—the old man 
Wine (George Jones) who has 
disappeared with the formula for 
bootleg wine. 

Early in the game, he 
encounteis Scag 

“They call me Scagarag, but me 
real name is Heroin,” sings 
Eugene Riley, writing and

bounding like someone, indeed 
possessed by devils. 

“TI came to these borders in a 
cellophane bag; 

Mess with me a taste, if you 
wanna waste, 

Til your liver starts to quiver 
Your body sag like a rag; 

But I'm thrill, you see...” 
MacDaddy dances in close, yet 
skilitully avoids being caught. 
Scag is in whiteface~Scag is 
Death 

Then there are Benny and Red, 
who have a whole town in their 
sleepy gmp. MacDaddy does 
away with them 

Along the way, he picks up 
Leionah (Nadyne Spratt) whom 
he has saved from a life of 
prostitution in the clutches of 


Scull (also in whiteface, also 
representing Death). 

Leionah, besides mouthing 
platitudes, presents MacDaddy 
with an illegitimate son—all six 
feet of him. 

Dogged by Death in his many 
disguises, MacDaddy ends his 
trek only to realize, 
remorsefully, that the Great 
MacDaddy “can do anything in 
the world—except feed my 


‘brothers.” 


MacDaddy’s odyssey unfolds in 
a non-stop series o: short 
scenes—what director Harrison 
calls “polses” or “beats.” The 
rhythmic “pulses” are adopted 
from African/American 
storytelling ritual. 

Not even a full “beat,” one 


black dhain gang shuffling 
onstage and singing “‘My 
Country ‘Tis of Thee” to the 
rhythm if their sledgehammers. 

Caught up in rhythm, the play 
is borne along by its background 
instrumentalists—on piano, 
conga drums, trap drum, 
trumpet, sax, and base-in their 
red-lighted loft. 

The play, which is extremely 
long, is also heightened by some 
amazing African and American 
“Prohibition era” dancing. 

Presented in conjunction with 
the Theatre Arts Department, 
‘“*The Great MacDaddy” will 
open tonight and run May 13, 
18, 19 and 20 at 8 p.m. in the 
Play wright’s Theatre.

Why | went to jail

After the protest rally on the steps of the Capitol, Wednesday 
afternoon, I soon found myself standing on Interstate 80, facing the 
Sacramento riot squad. I was tired of the endless political speeches 
that satisfy only the presidential candidates supreme ego's, and 
wanted desperately to offer my body in a passion of resistance To 
simply convince myself that I did care to pay the price of publicly 
deploring this carnival war of lunacy. A war that plays big business 
with peoples’ lives, but it’s all right to kill “kinks” because they are 
our enemy. Of course I know that it’s not sane to kill anybody 
Unfortunately only spoiled children afflicted with a severe case of 
dementia reside in the Pentagon and not real men of heart and 
blood 

Doing injury to my physical being is all the police could do, but a 
timeless soul cculd not in any way be tampered with. Showing my 
emotions freely, | winced at the ominous looking helmets and the 
threatening billy clubs that seemed to bake beneath the May sun. At 
first I retreated from the front line, but I had no intention of leaving 
the freeway. By doing so my original purpose would have been badly 
shattered. The purpose of offering all the non-violent resistance | 
could, and it was a purpose I deep!y carried. To be arrested appeared 
to be a trivial act, yet what else could I do. To strike an officer or 
even release an array of so-called obscene words, would have been an 
act of brazen hyprocisy. To pollute harbors with murderous mines is 
not so very peaceful. Not only would they satisfactorily obliterate 
all communist ships they would also send every crew member into 
an endless oblivion. 

After the self-appointed leaders fled like scare. sheep, still 
continuing their exhibitionistic antics, | and six others were quietly 
arrested. It’s extremely pitiful that out of a demonstrating crowd of 
3,000 only seven were arrested. They waiked into the freewav and 
then when told so, they walked off. We walked with handcufis on, 
into a paddy wagon of blackness with a bright light shining in our 
faces. 

It was somewhat comical at our booking procedures though at the 
time nobody laughed. It wasn’t until we were searched and 
surrendered our shoes so we wouldn't strangle ourselves with our 
laces or throw them at our jailers that we were informed of our 
rights. 

When it came to the point of charging us nobody knew what the 
charges were. After putting their heads together and leafing in a big 
book, we were accused of failing to disperse and blocking traffic. 
After eating hot dogs and beans in the main drunk tank we were put 
into a smaller cell. I stayed for seven hours until I and a fellow 
prisoner were bailed out. Two others were bailed out earlier and 
three stayed ail night. 

I know it makes damn good news when a cop bashes you in the 
head or taunts you verbally, but in my case I was treated fairly well. 
Some small games were played but other than that | couldn't 
complain. Being in the joint was bad enough. My companions did 
yoga exercises and had long rambling talks on spiritualism and the 
inner steam of life. In fact the next day two of them had their eyes 
closed periodically in court, as if the long night had made them 
midnight mystics. 

Then, Thursday, at court the shocks came in fast blows. I and 
another guy were appointed a different judge and were dismissed. 
Yet the three who never received bail were sentenced five long days 
in the county stir. They pleaded guilty and took it silently as they 
were taken away. To be put away for nearly a week because they 
Gisapprove of their country’s participation is bloody carnage. | felt 
guilty as | walked away free. Once relieved of the pressure | thought 
of many things. How we asked the man who served our meal how he 
felt being around us hardened criminals. He laughed saying it was the 
other way around. “It’s those guys you have to worry about,” 
pointing to the police officers outside our cage. Or how when we 
asked for cards and the jailer said this is no country club. Or how 
our bail was set at $1,000 while armed robbery is only a hundred 
higher. But mostly I think of the three dudes who incidently are all 
students at Sac State. As you have a good time this weekend looking 
at the sky or those you care for think about the three who will only 
look at the black bars and the clock.

PEOPLE FOR JUSTICE 

We are students at Sacramento State College in 
a special project working with the Sacramento 
County Legal Aid Society in a program designed 
to encourage people with juvenile and criminal 
records to seal them and to have verdicts set aside 
or pleas changed when possible. This pertains 
particularly to offenses committed in Sacramento 
and Yolo Counties, although we may be able to 
advise those with records in other areas. 

The offenses that can be sealed are: (1) most 
juvenile arrests and convictions, (2) most single 
misdemeanor arrests and convictions granted 
probation and committed under age twenty-one 
Misdemeanors not granted probation and felonies 
cannot be sealed. No offenses committed over age 
twenty-one can be sealed. Misdemeanors not 
granted probation and felonies verdicts can be set 
aside and pleas can be changed after the conditions 
of the sentence have been met

Anti-war protest 


May madness allergetic reaction

“He needs yous help!” glared 
the red, white and blue match 
cover, “Dial (213) POW-MIAS.” 
It was an ironic happenstance, | 
had stopped for a pack of 
cigarettes in the SSC bookstore 
in between gathering more 
material about what was going 
on student protest-wise. A 
glaring contrast to the blazing 
signs of anti-war protest that 
surrounded me, or at least so it 
seemed, at every turn. 

The signs that perhaps the 
student protest movement, the 
nation’s students, hadn't really 
gotten all that apathetic, or gone 
back to their books. The stirring 
was all happening again. April 
21, and a student strike, with 
one pundit, a spring 1970 
veteran remarking, “Nostalgia is 
swelling up inside me,” but 
watching the whole haphazard 
events of those few days fizzling. 

But now it is May, and the 
madness that seems somehow to 
take possession of Richard 
Nixon’s mind during the first 
few days of May (1 keep 
recalling with horror the 
book/film “Seven Days in May”’) 
was once again epparent, as the 
call for protest action began to 
be heard on this campus, as well 
as other campuses, one more 
time 


There has been a mood of 


disgust. A mistrust of the old 
kind of action, a_ call tor 
something different with 


statements like the old tactics 
don't work, and reflections of 
boredom, with marches and 
demonstrations Nevertheless 
that seemed to be the action in 
order, the call to march, and 
protest, to do something in 
order to protest the war, and the 
latest Nixon” escalation of 
Southeast Asian madness 

Thus the call went out on the 
area Campuses. A meeting came 
together, perhans only to come 
apart again, Tuesday night at the 
Metropolitan Community 


Church. Around 500 people 
crammed themselves into the 
third floor makeshift) church 


that serves the Gay community 
of Sacramento. They hashed out 
plans, heard from all sorts, 
plenty of rhetoric, calls for 
action, and a stress for a 
probable non-existent unity. 
Several hours past, with many 
saying their piece, with the final 
action decided upon in the form 
of a march on and a rally at the 
west steps of the State Capitol. 

Sac State is well known for 
reacting and _ participating in 
anti-war protest about like a tiny 


etree 
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time capsule. It takes twelve 
hours for it to take effect, and at 
that it is slow, and not overly 
deliberate. But with Wednesday 
morning, the concerned, and the 
not so concerned, the group of 
the 17,000 that wanted to 
express their discontent with the 
Nixon May madness gathered in 
a force cf around 200, and 
proceeded to march downtown 
to the Capitol steps rally. They 
proceeded down 6Sth_ to 
Folsom, Folsom to Capitol Ave., 
chanting anti-war slogans, and 
carrying protest signs 
Somewhere in the back of my 
mind | heard Stephen Stills and 
the Buffalo Springfield singing, 
“Something is happening here, 
was it is ain't exactly clear,”’ as 
the police on their shiny new 
white Italian made motorcycles, 
red lights flashing, escorting the 
marchers down the street 
Meanwhile, on the other edge 
of the earth, a contingent of 300 
strong, all on bicycles made their 
way from the U.C. Davis 
campus. They arrived on the 
capitol steps just before noon, 
for the rally called to start at 11 
a.m They were assembling 
themselves, as the Sac State 
contingent tromped their way 
through Capitol Park into the 
Capitol building, under the 
Rotunda, merging joyfully with 
the U.C. Davis throngs, and 
others who had not the energy 
or stamina for marching, milling 
thernselves together, responding 


to the call to move back to’make 


more room for more people 
nearer the podium as they 
flowed out of the front doors of 
the Capitol 


The verbiage began with a 
Vietnam veteran, John 
McCarthy, who extolled the 


Vietnamese position of not 
needing the Amencans, wanting 
to send them home, retorting 
the continued need tor our 
involvement in_ the 
Asian war. Su fering the cgony 
of the Vietnamese, the pain to 
which they are subjected as this 
war continues, was McCarthy's 
cry, as he said, “The people are 
really suffering. We have to end 
this war now.” 

Then another vet, Manuel 
Cario, with hard-restrained 
emotions, described the horror 
of battle, the physical bodily 
destruction, not only of the 
Vietnamese, but of American 
GI's. With even further horror, 
that was a thinly veiled hatred of 
the whole madness of war, he 
attacked the betrayal of the 
government to those GI's 
maimed, their lives ruined by the 
injuries received in fighting for 


senseless 
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their country, the lack of 
attention given to the wounded, 
the dead, the scene of battle as 
the commanding officer calls for 
the troops to move out, as the 
quick flee the scene of death. 
Finally he cited the 
administration for what he 
called “The ultimate dishonor,” 
the disowning of GI's, of vets, 
who now protest the war, who 
now describe the horror, who 
now describe the attempts by 
the Nixon administration to 
completely ignore, to wipe away 
the memory, to nullify the fact 
that any of them ever existed. 

With this, the crowd cheered, 
raised clenched fists, and 
prepared for the next speaker, 
Assemblyman John Burton, 
D-S.F. 

Burton drew an immediate 
cheer from the assemblage as he 
welcomed them as “citizens and 
taxpayers.”” Rambling on in one 
of Burton’s shortest anti-war 
rally speeches, he told the rally, 
“The best way to save lives of 
Americans is to bring them 
home, and bring them home 
now.” He described Nixon as 
‘*reckless,” and expressed 
concern at What would happen if 
British and Canadian ships were 


bombed in Haiphong harbor 
Then Burton revealed his true 
meaning tor the rally 


appearance. He said that the best 
way to help bring the war to an 
end was to change governments 
By this he told the crowd he 
meant Sen. George McGoverr 
Again in referring to the war he 
cited, “It was a Kennedy war, it 
was a Johnson war, and now it’s 
a Nixon war. We have got to put 
a new man in the White House 
This is our country, this is our 
government, and we want 4a 
change.”’ Then in speaking about 
the McGovern presidential 
campaign, in the process calling 
for people to go walk precincts 
for McGovern, Burton - said, 
“The campaign is our campaign 
to save our country in the 
future.’ 

But Burton was not the onty 
legislator to address the crowd, 
he was followed by two others 
Assembly man John Vasconcellos 
D-San Jose, and Assemblyman 
Leon Ralph D-Los Angeles. Both 
had essentially the same message 
as Burton, “Support 
McGovern 

As the rally drew to an end,a 
voice was heard from the mic, 
saying “All those who want to 
do something meet me by the 
big tree.” A few assembled, 
while others prepared to march 
up Capitol Mall, _ bicycles “% 
mounted the chain-driven Photography By JUSTEN 
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machines to head back to Davis, 
and hangers-on, sightseers, and 
others returned to their 
respective corners, slipping back 
into oblivion. 

From the Capitol rally, the 
actions of the demonstrators was 
divided. A group _ calling 
themselves “Freeway Coalition,” 
urged participants to engage in 
traffic stoppage on interstate 
freeways. Others proceeded to 
the federal building, on Capitol 
Mall, for a demonstration of 
sorts, more like a sit-in, in the 
offices of the two members of 
Congress in this part of 
California, Congressmen John E. 
Moss, and Robert L. Leggett. 

The division was somewhat 
unequai. Some proceeded to the 
freeway. They approached the 
Tower Bridge, then turned left 
on the Embarcadero eventually 
to gw onty,Interstate 5 at “O” 
Street. 

The freeway marchers path 
was blocked to no avail by 
motorcycles of the SPD. They 
stopped traffic, and proceeded 
toward the Pioneer Memorial 
Bridge, and the junction of 
Interstate 80 and Interstate 5. 
At the bridge, the scene was, to 
say the least, confused. The 
demonstrators were somewhat 
disorganized, and attempted to 
stop traffic. Memorable scenes 
on the bridge included a truck 
driver trying to prevent a 
television cameraman from 
filming him as he proceeded to 
beat upon the body of one of 
the youthful demonstrators. The 
California Highway Patrol had 
come on the scene by this time, 
and the demonstrators, except 
for a minority five, decided the 
best tactic was not to continue, 
and turned back. The five who 
stayed were arrested on charges 
of being @ pedestrian on the 










freeway, and disobeying police 
officers. They were inturned 
and bail set at $1,000 apiece, a 
curious price for bail for 
misdemeanor offenses 
Meanwhile, back at the 
federal building, demonstrators 





proceeded to go up to the eighth 
floor offices of Moss and 
Leggett. The fed. bldg. security 
guards were somewhat upset at 










the idea of all these people, so 
they shut down ail but one 
elevator, as to limit the access 





In addition, they set a limit on 
the number of people who could 
gO upstairs 

The demonstrators planned to 
stay in the two offices until 
Moss and Leggett committed 
themselves to vote for a 
resolution of impeachment of 
Richard Nixon 

In Leggett’s office, a small 
numger gathered, with the office 
staff reaching Washington and 
the congressman’s office. They 
spoke to a Leggett aide, who 
proceeded to debate the whole 
matter on the phone for nedrly 


















This weekend, anti-war protest news, KERS 90.7FM. 
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45 minutes with the protestors. 
He cited such things that since 
most of the demonstrators were 
in their twenties they really 
didn’t know what it was like, 
and other cold war mentality 
rhetoric that failed dismally to 
dissuade the protesiors from 
their objective—Leggett’s 
commitment to vote for 
impeachment of Nixon. 

In the next office over, that 
of Congressman John E. Moss, 
demonstrators took over the 
office, and vowed not to leave 
until Moss also gave them an 
affirmative impeachment 
commitment. Moss countered 
this by saying that he would 
make no such commitment until 
they left his Sacramento district 
office. The demonstrators held 
on steadfastly until 6:30 a.m. 


Thursday when they left the 
office, with yet no such 
commitment. 





demonstrators attempted to go 
into the base, but were turned 
away, adding further to traffic 
problems because they had to 
turn around right in front of the 
gate. All the stalled cars were 
towed away by police, with 


three hit and run _ collisions 
reported. 
Some protestors milled 


around on the streets, only to 
meet with threats of arrest. Just 
inside the gates, MP’s in full riot 
gear were securely in place, as 
men running around with 
cameras and video tape recorded 
all for posterity and military 


intelligence. 
Once again, Thursday 
afternoon’s McClellan scene 


looked much like the morning. 
Demonstrators gathered and 
marched back and forth across 
the street, against the light in 
order to stop and slow down 
traffic. They marched back and 
forth between Gate | and Gate 


.. With clenched power fist 


salutes, and & peace signs, 


in addition, they cheered.”’ 


By late afternoon 
Wednesday, the protestor 
numbers had dwindled with 
most awaiting the meeting 
scheduled for Sacramento City 
College Wednesday night 

At the SCC meeting, the 
normal chaos, and confusion, 
what was described by one long 
time anti-war activist as the 
usual reluctance of anyone to 
emerge as a leader, and the even 
more common reluctance of 
anyone to follow a leader. Thus 
the meeting proceeded with 
various calls for a five and dime 
variety of activity 

At one point in the meeting, 
the Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War, went outside and had 
their own meeting. They came 
to terms on tactics, calling for 


traffic blockade outside the 
gates of McClellan Air Force 
Base. They returned inside and 


received the support of the 
others in their plan. 

Thus the scene changes to 
Thursday morning, on Watt 


Avenue, and the three gates to 
McClellan AFB About 60 
people participated in the 
McClellan fracas starting with 
the morning rush hour at 7 a.m. 
They stalled cars on Watt 
Avenue, while others attempted 
to enter the base. But the major 
traffic hassle was caused by the 
military police. They proceeded 
to check the ID’s of each car 
entering the base, successfully 
tying up traffic until about 8:30 
a.m.

3, while the Sacramento County 
Sheriff's Tact Squad, ciad in full 
gear attempted to halt the 
actions of the protestors. 

Several motorists purposedly 
Stalled their cars, and had 
assistance from the anti-war 
factions in pushing their cars off 
the road before the tac squad 
could tow the cars away, and 
arrest the driver. 

One girl, driving a 
evidentally stalled her car 
unintentionally, but the tac 
squad reacted thinking her a 
demonstrator, and rammed her 
car. Her boyfriend jumped from 
the car to inspect the damage, 
and was pushed by the police. 
The girl was arrested, although 
her participation was seemingly 
unintentional 

At one point a 
carrying GI's to 
housing passed by 
occupants expressing their 
approval of the protestors 
actions, with clenched power fist 
salutes, and peace signs, in 
addition, they cheered. And in 
one other interesting scenario, a

city bus
